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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



2. Claims 43-45 and 48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Golwalkar et al. (US 5,545,922 hereinafter, Goiwalkar.) 

In regard to claims 43, 45, and 48, in fig. 9, Golwalkar discloses a method of 
operating a dual-die comprising steps of: 

mounting a pair of integrated circuit chips 50 and 90 back-to-back, where each 
chip has reversible pads. It should be noted that the electrical reversing is being 
implemented thereon since these chips are dual-chip. Thus, these chips using common 
connection boards, for example boards 25 and 26. 

In regard to claim 44, figure 5a suggests that these chips use the same mask 
sets since they have identical size. 



3. Claims 46-47 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.

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4. . Claims 49-62 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the indication of the allowability of claims 49-62 is the 
inclusion therein, in combination as currently claimed, of the limitation of the use of the 
relationship between the gate circuit are controlled the standard-bonding pads control 
signal to provide a predetermine standard bonding-pad configuration for the circuit chip, 
and other gates are coOntrolled by the reversed bonding pads. This limitation is found in 
claims 49-62, and is neither disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record, alone or in 
combination.
